The uniform wage scale has been 
adopted, the manufacturers and Broth­ 
erhood committees having completed 
their labors in 
Pittsburg Saturday 
afternoon at 5 o’clock. The scale will 
become effective in GO potteries aud 
effect 10,000 potters. 
The question of the uniform scale 
was first broached at the joint meet­ 
ing of the United States Potters’ asso­ 
ciation and the Brotherhood commit­ 
tees when it was decided to return to 
the operatives the 12 V;» per cent they 
had been reduced on account of tile 
Wilson tariff bill. 
President A. S. 
Hughes has used his best endeavors 
for a uniform scale for the last seven 
years and a half and is highly pleased 
with the rem it. 
He says it will be a 
good thing for the entire potting trade 
and the list is best for all parties con­ 
cerned, manufacturers and operatives 
alike. 
He says it will take several 
days to get the list ready for the prin­ 
ters, as there is still plenty of work 
to lie done to thoroughly finish the 
matter. The list is a mammoth affair 
and President Hughes states that it 
would take several hours to explain 
it to anyone. 
Colonel John N. Taylor when seen 
stated that he was well pleased with 
the result and the list was most satis­ 
factory to all parties concerned. 
He 
said both committees were liberal and 
it was a case of give and take or they 
would have never succeeded in reach­ 
ing an agreement. 
He said he ex­ 
pected there would be some objection 
on the part of some of the working­ 
men. but they had no reason for it, 
as their committee was most honor­ 
able and at all times worked for the 
interests of the operatives. 
He said 
tin' list would be operative in every 
pottery in the country and did not 
mean a general advance in wages. 
Colonel Taylor further said that the 
best of feeling prevailed among the 
committees and he thought the list 
was a splendid thing for the potting 
trade, as it meant that all the factor­ 
ies would pay the same wages and it 
would have the effect of doing away 
with many of the petty differences 
that arise in the different potteries. 
The new scale covers all depart­ 
ments of the pottery trade, and while 
it includes reductions and advances in 
various individual items the scale is | 
practically the wages heretofore paid. j 
When the workers started they took 
the wages paid in all the potteries 
and averaged them, making that a 
basis for their operations. 
The pot­ 
ters claim that it is impossible to in­ 
telligently 
mention 
any 
particular 
wage as the base price, as it varies 
widely over 
the 
3,000 
articles 
in­ 
cluded in tho scale. 
It comprises about 3,000 items, the 
potters being paid by piece work. 
Heretofore each pottery has had a 
different rate for different kinds of 
ware, and as new designs were being 
introduced each year the tangle has 
been increased instead of lessened. 
The v a le n c e in rates caused consider­ 
able friction among the workmen and 
much annoyance to the manufactur­ 
ers. 
About two years ago a move was 
made to have the wages of all the pot­ 
teries made uniform and the working­ 
men and a committee of the manufac­ 
turers have bern busy ever since try­ 
ing to arrive at something satisfac­ 
tory. 
The new scale accomplishes 
what has been aimed at for years. 
It 
will go into effect the first full p a y 
after the first day of May.

■sine of their friends here, although 
they explain that they did so merely to 
get away I rom the local Goebel in fl li­ 
enees which they allege would work to 
their detrim ent in securing a fair trial.

strongly urge their innocence of any 
connection w ith the m urder of Got ..el 
aud insist that they have uo fear w hat­ 
ever as to the outcome. 
Sheriff Bosworth, of this county, says 
he will give the meu as speedy un exam ­ 
ining trial as they desire, but he does 
not think it proper to have their tr ill 
for several days yet, ou account of the 
excitement.

The uniform wage scale has been 
adopted, the manufacturers and Broth­ 
erhood committees having completed 
their labors in Pittsburg Saturday 
afternoon at 5 o’clock. The scale will 
become effective in 60 potteries and 
effect 10,000 potters. 
The question of the uniform scale 
was first broached at the joint meet­ 
ing of the United States Potters’ asso­ 
ciation and the Brotherhood commit­ 
tees when it was decided to return to 
the operatives the 12 V2 per cent they 
had been reduced on account of the j 
Wilson tariff bill. 
President A. S. 
Hughes has used his best endeavors 
for a uniform scale* for the last seven 
years and a half and is highly pleased 
with the result. 
He says it will be a 
good thing for the entire potting trade , 
and the list is best for all parties con- i 
cerned, manufacturers and operatives : 
alike. 
He says it will take several j 
days to get the list ready for the prin­ 
ters, as there is still plenty of work 
to be done to thoroughly finish the 
matter. The list is a mammoth affair 
and President Hughes states that it 
would take several hours to explain 
it to anyone. 
Colonel John N. Taylor when seen 
stated that he was well pleased with 
the result and the list was most satis­ 
factory to all parties concerned. 
He 
said both committees were liberal and 
it was a case of give and take or they 
would have never succeeded in reach­ 
ing an agreement. 
He said he ex­ 
pected there would he some objection 
on the part of some of the working­ 
men. but they had no reason for it, 
as their committee was most honor­ 
able and at all times worked for the 
interests of the operatives. 
He said 
the list would be operative in every 
pottery in the country and did not 
mean a general advance in wages. 
Colonel Taylor further said that the 
best of feeling prevailed among the 
committees and he thought the list 
was a splendid thing for the potting 
trade, as it meant that all the factor­ 
ies would pay the same wages and it 
would have the effect of doing away 
with many of the petty differences 
that arise in the different potteries. 
1 
The new scale covers all depart­ 
ments of the pottery trade, and while 
it includes reductions and advances in 
various individual items the scale is 1 
practically the wages heretofore paid. 
When the workers started they took 
the wages paid in all the potteries j 
and averaged them, making that a ' 
basis for their operations. 
The pot- ! 
ters claim that it is impossible to in­ 
telligently 
mention 
any 
particular 
wage as the base price, as it varies ! 
widely over the 3,000 
articles 
in­ 
cluded in the scale. 
It comprises about 3,000 items, the 1 
potters being paid by piece work. ! 
Heretofore each pottery has had a ! 
different rate for different kinds of 1 
ware, and as new* designs were being ; 
introduced each year the tangle has 
been increased instead of lessened. 
The varience in rates caused consider- 
able friction among the workmen and 
much annoyance to the manufactur­ 
ers. About two years ago a move was 
I made to have the wages of all the pot* 
j tories made uniform and the working-1 
I men and a committee of the manufac­ 
turers have been busy ever since try­ 
ing to arrive at something satisfac­ 


t o r y .

The uniform wage scale has bee n 
adopted, the manufacturers and Broth­ 
erhood committees having completed 
their labors In 
Pittsburg Saturday 
afternoon at 5 o'clock. 
The at ale wi 
become effective In CO potteries and 
effect 10.000 potters. 
The question of the uniform sea e 
was first broached at the joint meet­ 
ing of the United States Potters’ asso­ 
ciation and the Brotherhood commit­ 
tees when it was decided to return to 
the operatives the 12 Vj per cent they 
had been reduced on account of the 
Wilson tariff bill. 
President A. S. 
Hughes has used his best endeavors 
for a uniform scale for the last se\< n 
years and a half and is highly pleased , 
with the result. 
He says it will be a , 
good thing for the entire potting trade , 
and the list is best for all parties con­ 
cerned, manufacturers and operatives 
alike. 
He says it will take several i 
days to get the list ready for the prin­ 
ters, as there is still plenty of work 
to be done to thoroughly finish the 
matter. 
The list is a mammoth affair 
and President Hughes states that it 
would take several hours to explain 
it to anyone. 
Colonel John N. Taylor when seen 
stated that he was well pleased with 
the result and the list was most satis­ 
factory to all parties concerned. 
He 
said both committees were liberal and 
it was a case of give and take or they j 
would have never succeeded in reach- j 
ing an agreement. 
He said he ex­ 
pected there would be some objection j 
on the part of some of the working- 
men, but they had no reason for it, 
as their committee was most honor­ 
able and at all times worked for the , 
interests of the operatives. 
He said 
the list would be operative in every j 
pottery in the country and did not 
mean a general advance in wages, j 
Colonel Taylor further said that the 
best of feeling prevailed among the 
committees and he thought the list 
was a splendid thing for the potting j 
trade, as it meant that all the factor- j 
iea would pay the same wages and it 
would have the effect of doiug away 
with many of the petty differences 
that arise in the different potteries. 
j 
The new scale covers ail depart­ 
ments of the pottery trade, and while 
it includes reductions and advances in 
various Individual items the scale is 
practically the wages heretofore paid. 
When the workers started they took 
the wages paid in all the potteries , 
and averafced them, making that a 
basts for their operations. 
The pot­ 
ters claim that it is impossible to in- j 
teiligently 
mention 
any 
particular 
wage as the base price, as it varies 
widely over 
the 
3,000 
articles 
In­ 
cluded in the scale. 
It comprises about 3,000 Items, the 
potters being paid by piece work. 
Heretofore each pottery has had a 
different rate for different kinds of 
ware, and as new designs were being 
introduced each year the tangle has 
been Increased instead of lessened. 
The varlence in rates caused consider­ 
able friction among the workmen and 
much annoyance to the manufactur­ 
ers. 
About two years ago a move was 
made to have the wages of all the pot­ 
teries made uniform and the working­ 
men and a committee of the mauufac-
